1. Claims 16-27, 45, 48-49, and 69-72 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, neither alone or in combination specifically teach or fairly disclose selecting a speech 
coder on a frame-by- frame basis, from a plurality of installed speech encoders according to a 
data rate as determined by a rate determinator; such that the installed plurality of speech 
encoders include at least a first encoder using a first speech encoding scheme and a second 
encoder using a second speech encoding scheme, where the second speech encoding scheme 
belongs to a different speech coding standard than the first speech encoding scheme; and using 
the selected speech encoder to encode the speech signal frame, such that the speech signal is 
encoded on a frame-by-frame basis by repeating the rate determination, speech coder selection 
and speech signal frame encoding steps for each frame of the speech signal.
